Complainant did not 
sconse- defendant of dishonesty, but as he 
paid his coal bills on the report of tho 
defendant he thought this was very careless, 
When the ship returned to harbour, he sent 
the chief nfficor to enquire whether defund- 
ant had bought any spirits from a French 
ship. ‘Tho chief officer returned and stated 
he had been told that thy defendant had 
befure the ship atarted purchased SL bot- 
tles of brandy. On the Sunday, when the 
ship arrived, he told defendant for his own 
xvidanca that he intended to call a Marine 
Court of Inquiry and gaye him permission 
to'go on shore and get logal ‘advice if he 
chose to, Next day he came ashore for the 
purpose of asking fur a Mariage Court, and, 
on his calling at hia Ajente’:office, ho fond 
a letter for him from Die J. J. Francis the 
barrister, which read as follows: ‘Dear Sir, 
—Mr Dick, ‘the Ohief Engineer, has 
heen to consult mo about the trouble ba. 
tween you and him.° I think he has
